Selected entries will be on display on the Avenue of Friends in the
Tompkins County Public Library during Black History Month, February 2015.

Human Rights Director Karen Baer notes, “This contest is an opportunity for Tompkins County
residents of all ages to imagine and express how MLK's timeless strategies for equality can address
today’s challenges.”
